FIRST AID FOR THE HOME 


(Attach to medicine cabinet) 


SHOCK: Three symptoms of shock are pale, cool, 
clammy skin; weak and rapid pulse; and general 
body weakness. Since shock may not be apparent 
immediately, give shock care to all seriously in¬ 
jured persons. Keep the victims lying down. Cover 
them only enough to keep them from losing body 
heat. (It is better for them to be slightly cool.) 
Get medical help as soon as possible. 


BURNS: To reduce pain in first degree burns 
(reddened skin) and small second degree burns 
(blisters develop), submerge in cold water, if avail¬ 
able, until pain subsides. Or cover with thick, 
dry, sterile dressing and bandage firmly to exclude 
air. Do not break blisters. For a third degree burn 
(deep tissue damage), apply a thick, dry, sterile 
dressing and bandage to keep air out. Then get 
medical help immediately. 

For eye burns, wash eye thoroughly with water 
for 15 minutes. Hold eyelid open and pour solu¬ 
tion from inside corner out. Put pad over closed 
eyelid, bandage, and get medical help.

POISONS: Keep calm; act promptly. 

1. Call physician or poison control center. 

• Be prepared to answer— 

What poison was taken 
How many or how much 

Weight of patient or approximate age 

• Follow directions given. 

2. Follow antidote directions on container, if 

available. 

3. Do not induce vomiting if patient— 

• Is unconscious or in a coma 

• Is having convulsions 

• Has swallowed a corrosive substance that 
burns the mouth or throat (toilet bowl 
cleaner, lye, or similar substance 

• Has swallowed a petroleum product (kero¬ 
sene, lighter fluid, or the like) 

4. Induce vomiting for other poisoning by— 

• Placing patient face down with head lower 
than hips 

• Tickling back of throat with finger or using 
syrup of ipecac, if available. 

5. Dilute and neutralize poisons— 

• Give milk or water for any type of poison. 

• For acid corrosives (such as toilet bowl 
cleaner, rust remover, or sulfuric acid) give 
milk of magnesia after initial fluids. 

• For alkali corrosives (such as drain clean¬ 
ers, washing soda, or bleach) give water 
and vinegar or lemon juice after the initial 
fluids. 


CHOKING: If the victim is breathing adequately, 
do not attempt to dislodge the object by slapping 
the person on the back. Let him or her cough and 
get in the position most comfortable. If there is 
great difficulty in breathing (person turns blue 
and appears near death), try to dislodge obstruc¬ 
tion. Lay a child over a supporting object or turn 
an adult on his side and apply several sharp blows 
on the back between the shoulder blades. If the 
person does not resume normal breathing, give 
artificial respiration and send for medical help 
immediately. If relief is obtained after a period of 
choking but the object is not expelled, take the 
victim to a doctor or hospital. 


CUTS OR SERIOUS BLEEDING: To control 
bleeding, apply direct pressure and elevate the 
wound if it is an arm or leg wound. Tf the bleeding 
is not severe, wash the wound with soap and 
water, apply a dry, sterile dressing, and bandage 
snugly. Get medical attention if necessary.
